Ata Mission festival held in that town, the Archbishop Holas, of 
Preemysl, who attended as papal legate, delivered a sermon. in the course of 
which he exhorted the people to treat the Jews well, and to imitate the good 
example they showed to the whole world. Tle especially dwelt on their strict 
siservance of their Sabbaths and festivals, and on their excellent edueation and 
high moral character, Both as descendants of the patriarchs and as guardians of 
thie ancient Law, they should be respected and treated in a brotherly manner, the 
more so as they were in a minority. These admirable words of the Archbishop 
deserve to be spread far and wide, even, bevond the eontines of Austria.

The powers that be in Roumania continue to tax their iIngeennity inorder to 
devise fresh measures of a character damaging to the welfare of the Jews. In 
their short-sightedness, they, however forget that their iliberal. action cuts both 
ways, and injures Christians as well as Jews. A case in point occurred a short 
time ago at Braila, where the Prefect issued an order forbidding the Jews from 
eurying on the trade in grain.

A ROTHSCHILD HOSPITAL ON THE FRENCID COAST. 
[FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. | 
BERCK SUR MER, AUGUST 27TH, 1883. 

T have lately. been visiting several of our sea-side watering places, and my 
excursion has at length brought me to the place from which [am now writing, and 
which is situated in the Department of the Pas de Calais, The immense shore of 
Berek. one of the finest in France. is attracting at the present moment a very large 
number of bathers, and in a not very remote future Berck will leave far behind it 
the now celebrated places of resort on the northern coast. such as Trouville, Dieppes 
Etretat, ke. Formerly, Berck had nothing for which it could recommend itself to 
the attention of the traveller, except the hospital which the “ Assistance Publique 
of Paris had erected there for the reception of a large number of sick children 
residing in the Capital. | 

In the face of the creation of this establishment, which meets one of the most 
urgent wants of the public health, the Jew, who in matters of charity and benevo- 
lence has always given the example of an intelligent initiative, could not remain 
inactive. The hospital founded by the “ Assistance Publique ”’ of Paris was there- 
fore the means of calling into existence a Jewish hospital, established with the 
same object and intentions. The lamented Baron James de Rothschild erected on 
this salubrious spot an asylum in which twenty children, sickly and suffering f fm 
scroftla, are tended under the direction of a lady, whose intelligence and devotion 
the Jews of Paris have already learnt to appreciate. I refer to Madame Katz, for: 
merly head nurse at the Rothschild Hospital in Paris. The children over whom she 
watches, and on whom she bestows every possible care, are in their turn animated 
by feelings of tenderness and gratitude towards their kind friend, and repay her by 
affection and obedience for the time and attention she devotes to them. | 

The young and sympathetic widow of the late Baron James de Rothschild, 
sister, [may mention, of Lady Nathaniel de Rothschild, has not abandoned the 
work initiated by her lamented husband, Every summer the Baroness spends & 
couple of months at the charming chalet which she has had constructed in the Imme 
diate neighbourhood of the hospital, and Iam not exaggerating when I say that she 
passes the greater portion of her time at this establishment, which is the object of 
all her solicitude, She in fact makes daily and prolonged visits to the hospital. 
Through these frequent visits, which do honour to her heart and her character, she 
is instrumental in augmenting the benefits conferred on the little inmates, who 
always greet her arrival with transports of joy and love. | 

The original building has become too small, A new wing has, therefore, heen 
built, and will shortly be consecrated. The hospital will then easily accommodate 
fifty children, It would be desirable, seeing that the children find at Berck pure 
air, health and strength, if side by side with the hospital there were erected 4 
building destined to receive the Jewish orphans or abandoned children of Paris.

The end of the Tisza-Eszlar trial, after an investigation which was allowed 
to drift into all sorts of side-issues, and therefore to extend to an inordinate 
length, appears to be an opportune moment for devoting a little attention to the 
condition of the Jews in Hungary. For, although the result of the trial has in so 
far been satisfactory, that the accused have been acquitted, to use the phrase of 
the English police-courts, “ without a stain on their character,” yet have they 
euffered imprisonment of over a year ona charge as frivolous as it was cruel, and 


on prima facie evidence of which the groundlessness and insufliciency would 


have ensured their being discharged long ago in more civilised countries. 

The Hungarians boast of their Constitution and of their judicial system : 
they would be much hurt and offended if it were alleged that though the former 
is perfect on paper, it often breaks down as badly as paper ce institutions elsewhere, 
while the latter, just and incorruptible as it may be in its higher branches, is most 
unfortunate in the character of the persons who discharge minor and local fune- 
tions. The recent trial has, however, shown venality of the coarsest description, 
and an entire absence of conscience of any sort on the part of certain function- 
aries : while the state of feeling among the lower classes is such that outrages 
against the-Jews may be expected to occur at any moment anywhere beyond the 
police range of the large towns. And the trial shows further that this hos- 
tile feeling on the part of the people is not likely to be repressed with any real 
energy by the minor officials, who, in fact, share it. | 

All these circumstances are but symptoms of the disease, of which the causes 
must be sought in the recent political and social history of the Hungarian hing- 
dom. We may be able to intervene effectively on behalf of persecuted and 
outraged Jews when isolated cases of persecution and outrage oecur ; Ministers 
of State at Buda-Pesth will, we believe, prevent these outrages becoming gencral 
or chronie t but to remove their causes, to make them impossible in future, it ds 
neeessary to trace the origin of the universal dislike which it must be confessed 


is entertained towards the Jews in Hungary by the Christian population, Such - 


an investigation, however brief, eannot fail to extend into the held of history and 
of economies. Possibly it inay do no good ; but in no ease can knowledge of 
the position of Jews abroad injure ithe cause of civilization, even if ait be maipos- 
sible to relieve their sufferings. Seven years in the Austro-Hungarian Empire, 
of which three were spent in various parts of Hungary, have given the writer 
manifold opportunities of studying the condition of the people, of secing the 
Jews at home, of understanding the position in which the peasantry or trades- 
men stand towards the nobility, and, generally, of acquiring some knowledge of 
the social history of the country. 
II. 

Previously to the great revolutionary wave which swept over Europe in 1848, 
the heterogeneous mass of nationalities inhabiting the Austrian Empire was, as is 
known to everyone, governed by a strongly centralized despotisia having its seat 
at Vienna. But it is not so generally Known, or at any rate, it is less well 
remembered that the reforms which the young Eniperor granted, and the Con- 
stitution which he signed, were quite as important socially as they were politi- 
cally. Not only was the year 1848 the forerunner of dualism, that is, of the 
autonomy of Hungary, which as a matter of fact only came into practical life 
seventeen years later, not only did popular representation, based ona limited and 
ingenious sulfrage, come into existence during the period iminediately following 
that great crisis, but there was also a change in the whole social and economic 
system of the Empire which probably far exeeeded in its influence on the people 


than any mere alterations in the form of government. For until.1848 serfdom 


was universal in the Hapsburg Dominions. It was not, indeed, serfdom of that 
brutal sort which the kate Czar abolished in Russia, for estates were not measured 


by souls, and the tillers of the soil could not be bought and sold. But. the 
peasantry were, as a matter of fact, as much the property of their landlord as if 


they had been his slaves, They had indeed their cottages or hovels, with tiny 
bits of garden and small pieces of land attached. These were their copyhold, to 
apply an English legal term to their tenure. “They were held on terms which 
varied considerably, conditions which were different in Bohemia from. those pre- 


vailing in Moravia, which were onerous in one way in Northern Hungary, while. 


oppresssive’ in the Banat and Transylvania, nor would it be possible to describe 


- them at length without far exceeding reasonable limits. They may, however, be™ 


orietly summarised thus; The peasantry had to work for their landlords for a 
minimum number of days per year ; they were liable to be called on to work at 
any time which might suit the landlord, and if they refused, they could be 
turned out of their homes. Only on the days when the landlord did not require 
their services were they at liberty to cultivate their own ground If a tenant 
proved recalcitrant and declined to work for the landlord, he had no option but to 
starve. For he was not allowed to work on other estates, nor to engage in any 
other trade, unless with the written, official and stamped consent of his landlord. 
Such a rebel was therefore a marked man ; the ubiquitous police and the still 
more ubiquitous soldiery could arrest him and_ his family as rogues and Vaga- 
bonds, and unless he could produce his Biichel or pocket-book, in which his whole 
life was summarised and the various testimonials of his employers veritied by 
official seals, he might be imprisoned and sent to hard labour in a fortress. Of 
course, where a tenant had numerous sons, one or other was generally permitted 
to go to the nearest large town to learn a trade ; and on the understanding that he 
would, when he returned home, do odd jobs on the estate, was granted his 
freedom. In fact, in practice the laws were not worked as harshly as they

this permission was only granted if the in-coming tenant appeared likely to do 
least as much work as the out-going one. 

There were other privileges connected with the position of Janded pn 
prietors, Who of course were all members of the old aristocracy. These privilec 
were, among others, the right of brewing malt liquors, that of distilling spirits

ferries, and sundry more. The towns possessing municipalitics were themselves 
exactly in the position of landlords ; they could sell the various privileges and 
monopolies within the city, and if they possessed estates beyond it (which ws 
not unusual), they had tenants on the same conditions as the noblemen: ¢) 
burghers, consisting of course principally of tradesmen and. artifiecrs elected.

Now the landed preprictors, possessing many privileges and having sear'y 
any duties to discharge, were not, as a rule, the most saving nor. the most more 
of landlords.

Several attempts 
have been made at Cherson and in several villages of the Southern Crovernmenty, 
int were frustrated by the intervention of the hathorities.

Advices from Ekaterinoslav state that out of the 327 persons arrested during 
the three days’ anti-Semitic riots there, 153 have been liberated, 107 eiven into 
the hands of the Justices of the peace, and 67 cominitted for trial: 346 louses 
were wrecked and plundered, and the Losses sustained by the Jews are estimated 
by themselves at 611,000 roubles. Amone the wounded Russians who were 
fred upon by the troops, 14 more have since died in the hospitals, making a total 
of 28 killed.

We have still to examine the details of the number affecting each 


articular trade, but the length of the list clearly calls for some method of 
selection. The average to atrade in the list is about -9, and if we select 


those having 10 and over we get those trades which att’act Jews more 
than ordinarily even among the trades in which they make any appearance, 


There are 3 trades having over 100 (Stock Exchange brokers, general _ 


merchants and tailors), 7 between 50 and 100, 4 between 40 and 50, 
— tetween 30 and 40, 8 between 20 and 30, and no less than 53 
between 10 and 20, These &8 occupations, containing over 10 Jewish 
names in Kelly’s Trades Directory for 1883, are as follows in alphabetical

We stould substract from these results the names reveated un ler 
different but similar headings, clockmaker and watchnviker, clothicr, out- 
fitter, snd tavlors, Gee; the name of Whiteley, ev, oecars “ore than a 
hundred times. Gf these “deublets there areno less than in the above 
list, Ncuding 1,164 names of which at tcast the third or OSS are repeated 
and shou'd properly be substracted from our total, bat may be left to com- 
rsate for the necessary ONLISSIORS, 

Even the alove list is not sufficient to determine what are the spee fi- 
cal y Jewish trades in London, ‘Phas, thongh there ace ?6 Jewish. retail 
bootmakers in the list, there are 2,000 in all, and the proportion of Je¥s is 
by no means atnormal We have clearly to examine the proportioa ot Jews 
to others in the various trades in order to determine which are those to 
which Jews are attracted more than otuers. As Twent through the various 
lists TL took note of cases where Jewish names seemed anything over 2 per 
cet., and the following list gives all those trades in which Jews were 
observed to have more than 3 per cent. or double their ordinary proportion, 
Many of these have only a few individuals altozether, ant as theic J swish 
followers Co not number 10 they are excluded from the p eseding list ; these 
are marked with an asterisk in the fol owing tabie ;

The ouly trade entirely monopo'ised by Jews in London is thus seen | 
to be that of the cocoa nut merchants, all three of whom appear by theie 
names to be Jews, For the rest, it will be observed that the highest per- 
centages are reached in cases where the total numbers e: gaged are the 
smallest. ‘Ihe * Judaism of the Stock Exchenge” turns out to be by no 


means an extreordnary perecutage of thet institution (only 5 per cent). 
The chief Jewish monopolies appecr in cccoa-nu's, oranges and esparto 
grass, canes, ‘lippers, sponges, end ombreilas, furs and ostrich feathers, 
meerschaum pipes and valentines—scarce ly uLecomu.odities which rule the

Before leaving the results obtained from Kelly's Trade Directory we

So much for the occupations of the Jews in London of the middle 

upper classes. For the lowest classes we have more definite dee 
from the ieports of the Board of Guardians ; but on the other hand thes 
give us no means of comparison with the followers of other creeds. The 
applicants to that body are classified by occupations, the list of which in 
cludes no less than 10-4 trades. Taking the average of these for the fom 
years 1875-82, we get the following order of attractiveness of yarions 
occupations.

The members of the 
Jewish Working Men’s Clab are drawn from the class intermediate between 
the chents of the Board of Guardians and the tradesmen whose names are 
recorded in the Directory. The oceajations of the present members have 
not ben ascertamed, but in their relative importance have probably not 
chanced much since the foundation of the Club.

The incident referred to was that of a Jewish gentleman perfurming the funeral 
service over a Gentile child interred in the Odd Fellows’ Cemetery at San Franeisco 
during the month of August. and was brought about in the following manner, 

A Gentile entertaining somewhat rational religious views, and not. subscribing 
tothe dogmas of Christianity. nor belonging to any church, had the misfortune to 
lose one of his children, A Jewish neighbour hearing through members of hts 
family who had gone to the assistance of the bereaved parents. that there was some 
likehhood of there being no religious service in consequence of the isolated position 
of the parties—there being no theistic organization in San Francisco to which they 
could affiliate themselyes—sugeested to the father the propriety of preparing some 
service that might express his own religions views, and which mighs be read on 
the oecasion by himself or one of his friends. | 

The father replied that he would certainly desire a service performed. but had 
heen too much tronbled and agitated to attend to the matter himself ; that he did 
not believe in the dogmas of Christianity. and objected to have them rehearsed over 
his child. T he Jewish neighbour then offered to prepare a service which should he 
thoroughly unsectarian, and acceptable to every rational mind that did not reject 
the ideas of God and immortality. His offer was thankfully and gladly accepted, 
and a short service culled and prepared. that was deemed by him cutirely unobjee-
